THE GOVBRNOK-'S MESSAGE. 
In Hiis 'message, Governor , Mas 


first calls 'attention to tfhe 'act passd

•The repeal of the act is recommend 
6(1. Continuing, the message says: 


"During the last days of June th

OPPOSED TO CONVENTION. 


The governor then traces briefly 


the history of the constitutional gov- 
ernment of municipalities, and ad- 
vises that Uhe legislature ignore the 
(requests for "a constitutional -con- 
vention. 


He submits his ideas of the neces- 


sity of the situation in the form of a 
municipal code bill, the enactment 
of Tsflueh lie recommends. 


Concluding, the governor b'ays: 
"I suggest that toy joint resolu- 


tions you refer the school laws to the 
state contraissiotier of common schools 
and the attorney general, the laws 
relating to compensation of county 
officers to the 'auditor of state, secre- 
tary of stalte and Uhe attorney gen- 
eral; the laws relating to registra- 
tion 'and elections to the secretary of 
State 'and to annual boards of equali- 
zation to the "auditor of state, with 
instructions to revise and re-codify 
said laws, remove therefrom all Im- 
perfections and liave

ready for presentation to the general 
assembly on Mio first Monday in Jan- 
uary, 1904." 


He earnestly 'recommends that no 


other subject of legislation 'be con- 
sidered.
